Solution (“DTS”) or Digital Dispatch Services (“DDS”) DFHV licensing and Operational 

Authority to operate DFHV’s SchoolConnect program.  The SchoolConnect Safe Passage Pilot 

(“SchoolConnect”) program is envisioned to provide a shared riding mobility point to point 

solution to transport children to and from selected schools in the District’s Safe Passages zones 

in Wards 7 and 8. Eligible entities must have a DFHV operating authority as described within the 

Notice of Funding Availability (NOFA). This announcement is to provide public notice of the 

Department of For-Hire Vehicle’s intent to make funds available for the purpose described 

herein.  The applicable Request for Applications (“RFA”) will be released under a separate 

announcement with guidelines for submitting the application, review criteria and DFHV terms 

and conditions for applying for and receiving funding.
